BOOZE WARRANT 


- The Federal grand jury is expected 
lo issue secret warrants. shortly -in- 
volving. a number of Eastbay men 
in the alleged Emeryville’ bootleg 
rng, according to Harold Charlton, 
chief of the*field forces of the pro- 
hibition office, who is conducting an 
exclusive investigation in Emeryville. 


It was hinted that some of the 
most experienced investigators of the 
office have been. working exclusively 
in Emeryville since the discovery 
there last week of one of the largest 
liquor caches ever found in the bay 
region. 5 :
